Paris, May 23.— The gOTenunent was 
defeated yesterday in the chamber of 
depotiea on the queetion a« to whether 

the mlnlHter of public works had the an- 
thoriry tu allow tliu employes of the state 
railroiiilti tu attend the congress of rail- 
road inon. The premier. M. Casimir- 
Perier, demanded the adoption of the 
order of the d«y, pur* and timpl*. Tb« 
prtmier'a motkn waa ntJeetaA by aTote 
of 275 to H. Casimir-Perier there* 
upon loft the Palais IJourbon and the 
miiiisttTs Bubat'ijut'iitly proceeded to the 
Elysee paiiice and handed their rwigna- 
tiona to President Carnot. 

Previone to the defeat the aodalist 
depat]^, M. Jalea Gneade, moved that 
eight hours be constitated a legal day's 
work for all working people throughout 
France, and demanded urgency for the 
motion, amid loud cheei-a and encourag- 
ing crie!> from the yucialista. M, Uuesde 
declared that the time was riije for the 
reform urgently demaudcd by tlte work- 
men. 

These remarks called forth violent in- 
terruptions from tlio niemlers of the 
center, wiio abused the social istd. 'Ihe 
latter replied in waim te^la^^, and the 
disturbance became so great that the 
president of the chamber was compelled 
to intervene, and with diiUculty sue- 
ceeded in restoring order. 

Other speaners 8Ui)portt d the motion 
and others still oppohod it. ami minister 
of public woi k>, .M. Junnart. declared 
that the (lue.-tiou was too grave to b 
dealt with oit-hand, and M. (iueHcle's 
motion lor urgency was thereupon re- 
jected by H vote of 4U1 to U4, and the 
orginal motion m regard to the establish- 
ment of a legal day's work of eight 
hours, waa referred to the oommission 
on labor. 

M. Jaures, socialist, asked whether 
the minister of pubhc works had the au- 
thority to allow the employee of the 
state railroads to attend the congress of 
railroad men. 

M. Jonnart replied that he could not 
interfere with ti.e deeismi-s ol the di- 
rectors of railroads. Personally, he 
thought tiiat permission migut be grant- 
ed upon the condition that the service 
waa not impaired uy such attendanee. 

Referring to the state railroad law of 
reepecting trades unions, M. Jon- 
nart said that it could not be applied to 
state employee, adding: "If we permit- 
ted them to form nnious we ahoold au- 
tholiso them to nvott againiit the au- 
thorities." 

The last remttrk of the minister of 
publio works called forth violent pro- 
teata from the members of the left and 
loud cheers from the center party. 

M. Joorde then declared that the gov- 
ernment's refusal to all the employes of 
state ndlroads to take part in the con- 
gress was A singolar example to private 
companies. 

Mitlerand, aooialift, aaid that the rail* 
road companiea always refoaed to per- 
mit their workmen to attend each con- 
gresses and tiie Kovemment uirectly en- 
couraged them DV the attitude which it 
bad aasnmed today, adding: "If the 
government refuses to state employes 
tne right to organize, it ia in order to en- 
courage Um big companies to resist the 
law." 

Millerand moved aa the order of the 
day the order which waa accepted by 
the government in li9S and at that time 
adopted, and which concluded with the 

dfcchiration that the chamber invitts the 
government to compel thebigcomiiauies. 
e>pi t iiilly ttie state company, to re. pect 
the law of i'S'^ >. The minist'.r Of puuho 
works >uid some of the railroad com- 
panies had accorded the necessary per- 
mi sion to their workmen to attend the 

congress. 

Count De Lanjuinas, Centrist, asked 

why the law did not apply to the big 
colli paiiies and why, as some of the com- 
panies had granteu the necessary leave 
of abai nce, the state did not do the same. 

M. Deramel. rightist, then moved 
that I lie chamber iiivitw the government 
lioi to make any difference between 
state ami pi ivate employes. The presi- 
dent thrreiiiKin said: "Two motions 
have bc iu siilnnitted. Which shall i,e 
put first to a vote;" The question was 
loUi w( .1 l>y loud cries of "Both motions 

are the saiiie." . « . . t, • 

At tins stage Premier Csaimlr-Pener

Tiie pr( mi r s motion waa rejected by 
a vote of ■y>'-> to ■■l:^') and M. C asiiuir- 
Ptrier unmwliately left the chamber, 
loilowed l y tlie niiiiist(;rs, amid uproari- 
ous ciiii-r- lioin the lei t, and tuo con- 
Blernaiiou </i liie ceiili-r piirtj^-. 

i'Mority l<enig granted m favor of 
Millerand s inoiiun, it wiw rejected by 
'.>40 -Si-i votes, and .Millerand said he 
would support Deramel s uiutinn. The 
latter explaine l that the tWO motions 
were not ideiuical. 

After a few excited speeches, M. De- 
ramel's uioti jn was adopted by a vote of 

251 to -'^'y. 

Count iJe Douville-Maileleu. member 
of the extreme left, proposed that the 
house adjourn uniil May in order to 
give the cabinet time to r. ilectaiid to re- 
model itself. This proposal caused an- 
other uproar in the cmanberand was 
rsiitoteo. 



The cnamber then adjourned until 
Monday. 

On leaving the chamber of deputies 
the ministers pas^^ed be;tore the benches 
of the extreme left and were greeted 
with loud cries of "Vive La Bepnolique 
Boeiale," "Vive La Commune." 

The minister on reaching the palace 
of the Klysce acquainted President Car* 
not with the result of the sitting of tue 
chamber and indicated thdr intention 
to resign. They then left the president, 
and proceedeil to the foreign office, 
where the situation was discussed. Pre- 
mier Caaimir-Perier presided. It was 
decided to meet again at the Elysee pal* 
ace and formally tender their resigna- 
tions to the president. It is considered 
yiat the fact that a second vote waa 
taken by the chamber in the absence of 
the ministers precludea the poaalUUtgr of 
a cbmpromiae.

Chicaoo, May 88.— Three htuidred 
men, armed with dubs, coupling pips 
and revolvers, marched upon the dock 
(it the Western Transit company last 
Bight, where a gang of men was at 
Work, who weie employed by O'Connor 
dc (. oiupany of Uuttalo. For some tune 
there was every prospect ol a largo riot, 
and weap(jas ot all kiiid.i were freely 
used. 

Oiii' man, Joo Willianis, one of O ('on- 
nor s men, was nhot tlirough the ear, and 
a number of others were badly beaten. 
The jxilice stopped liie row just in time 
to aavo somebody Imui heiUj,' killed, aa 
the tigiit was growing to b" very ui?ly 
when they arrived. The mob was com- 
posed of stevedore^, who object to O'Con- 
nor's men because they unload vessels 
by the ton, and the union deiiuuids that 
they be paid by the hour. All of the au- 
saiuuits were union men.

Francis county i haiv;i d 
with Wliite L apisiii. .i^ dtti'ctive iiy iiio 
name ot VV « bijer Irom Mempiiis Wiia en- 
gagt'd to run the \\ hite Caps down. He 
ViTeut to work on ilio case, and as a con- 
bequence soiuo ;50 or lu arrests lollowed. 

Yesterday Webber was attacked in 
Forrest City by friends of tlie paitie-. lie 
had arrested. Siio<jtin.{ followed and 
Webber was instantly killed, and Dep- 
uty tihtrifif Smith was sencusly wound- 
eii. Frank Uurmau, a merchant of 
Palestine, is charged with doing the 
shootinit, and has Men placed under ar* 
rest. The entire town is in a state of 
great excitement and more troaUs )Diay 
lullow at any time.

Cl..KVILAin>, May 23.— The convention 
of the Amalgwuated Association of Iron 
and Steel W urkers resumed considera 
tion of the scale question. When becre 
tary Kilgallou s attention was called to 
the fact that, what was claim- d to 1« 
the scale m all its detai s as aduptid by 
the present convention, had been pub- 
lished in Pittsburg in the morning, he 
said: "It is imjwssible. We have not 
completed the St ale, nor can we do so 
for a day or two at least. It may be 
that the Pittsburg newspapers havtt got 
hold of last year's scale and printed it 
under the impression that it was the 
new one. but I am perfe. tly sure that 
nothing has been given out as the re- 
sult of the work of the present conven- 
tion."

lorce the men out. 

Afiout 'Si> or M more nit-n here li;ivo 
exl>re.^sed a desire to go to work, and it 
is thought that in all i>n men will go 
down in the mine b- fore the v. siting 
Oelegatitm gets here. The great majority 
of ti.e niiuers here tavor leiiiauiini,' tmt 
iiiit.l a general comprtuiiise is aiteelitl, 
and will join in the etiort to close opera- 
tions hero. 

Za.xesville, O., Jlay 23. -Consider- 
able excitement was caused at Uoseville 
yesterday afternoon by the firing ot two 
shots at Rider Brothers' mine. A com- 
mittee 01 15 united m.ne workers waited 
on two miners ut work there to induce 
thiui to stop worit. While the conter- 
eiice waa in progress two shots were 
tired. The shots are saitl to have lieen 
tired by WUliiiui Rider from hia bouse, 
about 400 yards distant. Tuey struck 
the ground ft et from where the min- 
ers were sitting. The ' miners here 
adcpted resolutions yesterday to IMnnin 
out until the strike was settled.

RELIQIOUS QUESTION SETTLED. 

The Proebytoftea Ohnreh Wilt ■•iwnflov 

Control Theologlcnl Hrnilnarle*. 

S.\RAT(KiA, May 23. The question of 
theological seminary control, so far .-w 
the general assembly of the Presbyterian 
church is concerned, is settled. By a 
vote of almost four to one the report of 
the majority of the committee that con- 
sidered the matter was adopted yester- 
day. The reiturt providee for gaining 
the power and right to approve the ap- 
pointments of professors and directors, 
and asks the directors of the seminaries 
to declare a trust in favor of toe Presby- 
terian church, which the general assem- 
bly may enforce in the civU courts. 

At the same time a committee is pro- 
vided which shall confer and advise with 
the seminaries and seek to gain their 
consent to the proposed plan. The re- 
I>ort was put through the assembly in 
spite of urgent requests for delay and 
in the face of protests from those who 
desired that the church and the institu- 
tions alfbCted might be consulted.

Di iATH, May 23. -A very tmusual 
iron tran-i.iction has just been closed 
here b' twe-'ii the Minnesota Blast Fur- 
nace company oi Dulutii and a leading 
Pittsburg steelmaker. The latter has 
bought from the local iron company 
about |;:{0,oOO worth of Bessemer pig 
iron to be shipped at once, and all rail, 
to Pittsburg. There will be between 
three and four full traiuloads of iron and 
the first lot ha<) already gone forward. 
Satisfaction is expressed at the price. 
This sale is directly due to tho coal 
strike in the east, but it is the first 
time that any coke company so far west 
has been patronized by eastern manu- 
facturers.

WABHcroTOir, May 88.— The senate 
disposed of seven paragraphs of the 
metal schedule yesterday after eight 
hours of debate. The debate was niaiked 
by quite a number of interesting i lashes 
between the Republicans and Dtuiio- 
crsts. The sensational feature of the 
day was caused by the unexpected pre- 
lentation by Mr. Jones of an amend- 
ment substituting the MoKinley bill 
classification antl specific rates on round 
iron in coils, blooms and charcoal iron, 
somewhat higher than thoaa already 
proposed. 

This amendment was a surpriae to 

some senators on both sides, although 
evidently anticipated by Mr. tjuay and 
a few other ol his colleagues. Mr. Hale 
tried to nst! it as a text for taunting the 
Democratic side, and Mr. Tidier read 
him a very plain lecture on the duty of 
the Uepublic.ins to accept such increase 
as the D<3mocrat8 were willing to grant 
without continually chiding their ad- 
versaries with inconsistencies. 

When the vote was taken seven Dem- 
ocrats and two Popnlists^efused to sup- 
port the Jones' substitute, namely, Al- 
len, lierry. lilackbmn, Jarvia, Kyle, 
Mills, I'asco and Potter. 

The rates fi.^ed yesterday were as fol-

ties), 30 jK'r cent ad valorem. 

Just before tho tuhfi bill waa taken up 
Mr. 'Walsh, the new senator from Geor- 
gia, arose to u personal explanation in 
connection with a newspai^er paragraph 
trom St, Paul, stating tnat tho Brother- 
hood ot Lo. oiiiutive I'.ngiuoers had Mon- 
day adopted resolutions condemning 
hii'n for introducing a bill makin r the 
retartling of the United States niail p.m- 
ishable by imprisonment for 20 years. 
Mr. Walsh e.'qilained that the bill aimed 
at heavier penalties for train robbers; 
they had construed it as an attempt to 
punish trainmen who ahould "tie up'* a 
train in a strike. 

Mr. Walsh said that he had served his 
apprenticeship at the printers' trade and 
had never known a day or an hotir 
when be did not sympathize with labor, 
but he also reoognieed the tact that cap- 
ital has rights as well as labor. Labor 
organizations had a perfect right to di- 
rect their members to discontinue work, 
if by doing so they believed they could 
accomplish their purposes, but they hod 
no right to interfere with other laborers, 
who sought to go to work. They had 
the right to work or not to work; tbeiv 
rights extend no further. 

Thia was a land of liberty: it was also 
a land of law a^id ontor. As long as 
labor sought a redreas of its grievimces, 
ud under the forms of law aought to 
work out its problem in a lawful way. 
he was with labor to that extent and no 
further. The bill he had introduced 
was loosaly worded and poaaibbr liable 
to the oonatruotion the fooomtmve en* 
gineers had placed upon it, but it was 
not intended either directly or indirectly 
to be subject to such construction. In 
conclusion Mr. Walsh reintroduced hia 
bill ii^a modifie<l form ao aa to leave no 
doubt'of its purpose. 

In the Ilouiie. 

Washin»iton, May 23. Tho question 
of dvil service reform was given full 
sway in tho house yesterday, the occa- 
sion being tho amendment to strike out 
the paragraph in the legislative appro- 
priation bill providing for the civil serv- 
ice commission. It gave opjiort unity tor 
some stirring and not a few amusin,' 
speeches. The amendment was adopted 
by a vote of 1U9 to 7 1 , amiil great Demo- 
cratic applause and Uopublican cries of 
"spoils. No other amendments of any 
importance were made in the bill, the 
onlj' ones adojitetl being to correct the 
totals of a few amendments to which 
aiiKii ments were made Monday, 

Mr. Pendleton ^Dem.,W. V'a.i claimed 
that the civil service commission was es- 
tablished for the purpose of keeping Re- 
publicans in ofiBce, while the Kepublio- 
ans defended the present ailministration 
of the civil service laws. Several Dem- 
ocrats opposed the amendment virtually 
alMilisbiug the commission, but it was 
adoj>t( d by nearly a strict party vote. 

Among the Democrata who voted with 
the Hepublican-i m favor of civil service 
ri.'form wen-: Wilson, Tracy, Hendrlz, 
Docker.-, Warner, Springer, Sayers, 
Craiu, Martin, Kilgore, Livingston, De- 
Forrest, Everett. The vote on diviaion 
was 96 to 01. Criea of no q|norum and 
demands for tellers were made, the vote 
bgr tellers being 109 to 71. Mr. Dingley 
gave notice that he wotdd denumd yeas 
and nays in the house. It bdng then 
after 5 o'clock, the committee roae and 
tha booM at SKM o'dook adjouaad.

A new law that recently went into 
ellect in Kew York rec^uires that every 
child between eight and sixteen years of 
age, in jiropci- ))liy.sical and mental con- 
litiou, sliall " regularly attend upon in- 
struction at a Hchocjl in which at least 
the common school hianclies of reading, 
spelling, writing, arithmetic, English 
grammar and geograi>hy are taught, or 
upon equivalent instruction by a compe- 
tent teacher elsewhere than at school." 
The perioil of such regulai attendance is 
luring such time as the public schools 
are in session between the let day of Oc- 
tolicr and the following .Tunc. Kxcep- 
tiou is made of children from fourteen to 
sixteen who are "regularly and lawfully 
engaged in any nseftil employment or 
service," and those from twelve to four- 
teen are required to attend only eighty 
consecutive days in the school year if en- 
j;aged in useful employmeot the rest of 
the time.

PUUMAN RATES. 



A Bill Pending in Congress to Regu- 
late the Obargeg on All Sleep- 

iBff Out. 

Bepresentative Fielder, of New Jersey, 
hM introdnoed a bill in Congress that 

^vill bp bitterly foii>;ht by Pulliimn, the 
multi-millionaire palace c&r manufac- 
torer. 

The bill attempts to curb the arrogance 
of the Pullman company by regulating 
tbeir present exotbitant rates. A uni- 
form rate of tialf a cent per mile is to be 
charged for a lower berth in a sleeper, 
and one-third of a cent per mile tor an 
upper berth. In addition to the reduc 
tion of rates, every sleeping car is to be 
provided with a safe, in which passengers 
may place their money or other valoablea 
before retirfaiK to their bertha for the 
night. 

Mr. Fielder, it ia said, has alrefuly 
received aoorel ci letten from trarelen 

all over the country expressing their 
hearty approbation of bis bill and urging 
Ita puwfue. Many other repreaentatives 
are hearing; from their conRtituents, call- 
ing upon them to support the measure. 

The greatest benefit would be derived 
from the bill by people traveling only 
comparatfvely short distances, who now 
are compelled to pay for a berth whether 
it is occupied for an hoar or a whole 
night' It, moreover, fumishes a just re- 
dnction to those travelers who are cinii- 
pelled to suffer the discomforts of au up- 
per berth. 

The ])a8Bage of Mr. Fielder*! bill may, 
perhaps, cut down some otihe preeent 
enormooB profits of the Pallnum Com- 
pany, but it may not be generally 
Icnown, says a special, that the company 
receives, in addition to the extra fee 
paid by the passengers, the sam of three 
cents per mile per car from the railroad 
company which hauls the car. The no- 
tion that the Pullman company pays 
the railroad company for the motive 
power or for the privilege of running 
over their line is erroneous. Some roads 
pay a trifle lees than three centa, and 
others pay more, but the price averages 
three cents, in addition to which the 
railroad company repairs all damages 
sufTered by the Pullman cars from acci- 
dents on the road. Various railroads 
have attempted t&' escape from these 
grinding terms, and some of them, 
notably the Baltimore and Ohio, have 
undertaken their own palace car service. 
All such attempts have proved failures, 
and the companies have been grateful if 
the Pollman cars were restored. 

An Bye to Bniiaeis. 

A motorman on an electric car line in 
l^kane is quoted in the Seattle Tele 
graph as telling this story: " My ' boss ' " 
(referring to the President of the street 
car company) "is a flrst-elass financier, 
he is. VVliy, do you know that every 
Sunday he advertises for a servant, and 
Monday twenty or thirty girls ride out to 
his house near the end of the line to get 
the place, but find madam can't see them ; 
so they ride baclc and repeat the journey 
several times before they are finally told 
that the old girl has decided to stay 
awhile. Now, that's financiering. Fif- 
teen cents paid out for advertisements, 
and |8 or $9 taken in for car fares to swell 
the annual dividends of the boss's com- 
pany."

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FOURTH T RIAL FO R MURDER. 

Bdw«r«l U. Jonen Bai Ileen Granted m 
Kmw Trial by the hiiproine Court. 

COLCMBUB, Om May 23.— The tupreme 
court hM dtddad that Kdword H. Jones, 
tb» Ckmmt coaatf mtirderer ^bo 
MUed his son and who is now in the an- 

cex under aenteiice of death, mast have 
another trial. This will b.i the foarttt. 
At all the proceditit; triiils he has boon 
found guilty of iiiunU i lu the first de- 
gree, and as tu thu grude of crime it 
Would therefore seeiu that there is no 
room for doubt. The retrials have all 
been ordered un purely technical grounds. 

The decision was unanimous, and will 
be reiMjrted fully in the syllabus which 
will apiK'ar later in the week. Until 
then It can not bo definitely known 
which uf the several questions raised by 
Jones' attornej's is taken by the court as 
the basis of the decision. About tho 
court it is rumored, however, that they 
regartled tlie claim that it waa improper 
for the prosecutim,' attorney on the scene 
of the innrditr to enact the story of the 
murder, lie imjiersonatin^ the murderer 
and the in)uit of the dcfi nso that Jones 
did not aim the gun at his son and tire, 
but that it was prohaljly discharged ac- 
cidentally, as he was raising it to his 
Bhoulder,~ ius the most atrions questions 
raitted iu tho case.
